A six-man Alberta supreme court 
|jury found Schwalb guilty yester-

after hearing a 2%2-hour charge by 
Chief Justice W. R. Howson who 
repeatedly urged them to give the 
prisoner the benefit of any doubt 
which might exist. 

WHEN THEY RETURNED their 
verdict, the chief justice turned to 
Schwalb with the formal words: 
“The jury has found you guilty of 
murder as charged. Have you any- 
thing to say why sentence should 
not be passed on you according to 
law?” 

The answer was a firm “Nein.” 

It was the first time in Canadian 
legal history a prisoner of war had 
been tried for murder, Two other 
prisoners, L-Cpl, Johannes Wit- 
tinger and Pte. Adolf Kratz, also 
are charged with Plaszek’s murder. 
Kratz will be placed on trial Thurs- 
day with Wittinger following later.

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The Budget 


The budget which was brought down by 
Premier Manning on Monday reflects the 
change from war to peace conditions. Ex- 
penditure for the 1946-7 fiscal year is up 
more than $5,000,000 on income and capital 
account, while revenues show an estimated 
gain of less than $3,500,000. 

The proposed expenditure is the largest 
in the history of the province. Provision is 
made of $1,500,000 for the post-war recon- 
struction fund, while departmental increases 
total $2,463,026. The major increases are 
planned for agriculture, education, public 
health and welfare. 

An over-all surplus of $2,000,000 is an- 
ticipated for the year ending with the pre- 
sent month, but the figures for next year 
add up to a deficit of $3,658,152. Nearly $4,- 
000,000 increased outlay on public works ac- 
count, and a substantial drop in expected 
revenue from petroleum products, more than 
account for this adverse showing at the 
end of the 1946-7 year. 

The deficit will be met by funds accumu- 
lated during the war years and no borrow- 
ing will be necessary. Nor is any increase in 
taxation predicted. This may be taken to 
indicate hope that financial readjustment 
between the Dominion and the provinces will 
make new or increased levies unnecessary to 
meet the larger scale of expenditure to which 
the provincial operations are being geared. 


It’s Their Business 


Franco is by no means likely to step down 
and out just because Britain, the United 
States and France say Spain cannot expect 
full and cordial association with the nations 
which destroyed the Axis so long as the Hit- 
ler-Mussolini puppet remains in power. 

For one reason—he has nowhere to go. 
He would be killed if he tried to retire to pri- 
vate life in Spain. Germany and Italy are out 
of the question as sanctuaries. Argentina 
might give him refuge, but it is a long way 
off. There is no other part of the world 
where he would be welcome, or safe—even 
supposing the Allies made no attempt to 
round him up and bring him to the trial 
Russia has insistently urged. 

But the condemnatory message was not 
of course aimed at Franco, in any optimistic 
assumption that he would voluntarily hand 
over the dictatorship, leave the protection of 
his army, and walk out of office to almost 
certain death, It was addressed to the Span- 
ish people. 

In effect these are told that if they want 
freedom and a chance to prosper they must 
themselves get rid of their tyrant, as other 
peoples have had to do. The three powers 
do not intend to do the job for them. 

That may not sound good to the Span- 
iards, but it is plain sense. Democracy is not 
something that can be bestowed upon a 
people from outside. They must win it for 
themselves, Then they will know how to 
keep it, and why it is worth keeping. It is 
up to Spaniards to oust Franco—if they want 
him ousted, 


The One Way Out 


Members of the legislature, without dis- 
sent, adopted a resolution urging the federal 
Government to institute a national subsid- 
ized housing plan. 

This proposal has been under discussion 
for many months over a rapidly widening 
section of the Domimion. It has been approv- 
ed by public bodies, where discussed, almost 
without exception. There does not seem to 
be anywhere any substantial measure of 
opposition to it. 

This is the more significant because Can- 
adians have a long-standing and deeply- 
rooted objection to subsidies. They rightly 
regard these as being, in any but exceptional 
circumstances, simply donations made to 
private parties or groups at the public ex- 
pense. 

But the housing situation is recognized 
to be so far removed from ordinary condi- 
tions that emergency measures alone can 
meet the case, A durable house wich sanitary 
conveniences cannot be built for as much 
money as the great majority of house-need- 
ers can pay either as purchase price or as 
rent, 


Either prices will have to come down or | 


a multitude of families, scattered over all the 
larger centres in the country, will have to 
continue to live in premises which are de- 
plorable and in many instances tend neces- 
sarily to the breeding of disease. A peculiar- 
ly aggravating and unjust feature is that 
returned men—just because they were long 
out of the country—have not had as good 
an opportunity as civilians to secure proper 
living quarters for their families, 

_There is no way by which private enter- 
prise can produce suitable dwellings at low- 
er costs, The only workable alternative yet 
suggested is to pay part of the building costs 
out of tax-money, and make the houses 
available at prices and rentals within reach 
of the people who need them,

Your Baby 
And Mine 


By MYRTLE MEYER ELDRED 
WHEN BABY is six months old, | 
or thereabout, it is a good age at 


|which to introduce eggs into the! 
diet. Not the whole egg, but just | 
»|the yolk, which is rich in minerals | 
‘land vitamins. During the baby’s! 
pre-natal life, he stores up iron 
jto be used during the first few| 
months. At seven months this store | 
is supposed to run out and the 
baby will profit by daily supplies 
|from the diet. 

Unfortunately, all children can- 
| not take eggs without unhappy re- 
}actions. Because this is a protein 
food, children with a protein sensi- 
tivity react to eggs by developing 
hives or eczema or asthmatic 
breathing, or they may vomit the 
egg and all the other foods fed 
with it. 

BECAUSE ONE MUST first de- 
termine baby's own reaction to it, 
it is well to begin the feeding of 
egg very cautiously. Start with just 
one teaspoonful and increase slow- 
ly until the baby is taking the 
whole yolk daily, either by itself 
or in some other food. 

The way the egg is cooked may 
have some influence on its easy 
digestibility. A raw egg is the poor- 
est form in which to serve it to a 
child, and a hard-cooked, mashed, 
}egg-yolk is the best. So hard-cook- 
ed yolk it had better be to begin 
with, just to minimize its offending | 
qualities, 

DROP THE WHOLE egg in boil-! 
ing water, cover and put on a low 
fire for 15 or 20 minutes, Plunge 
into cold water and release the 
yold from the white. Mash the 
yolk, adding some formula to it, 
or mixing one teaspoon of it with} 
the day’s supply of vegetables. Try 
it on baby and see what reaction! 
there is. If none at all, then in- 
crease to two teaspoons next day 
and so on until the whole yolk can 
be used.
